PRESENT  STATUS  QUO 


We  are  happy  to  report  that  we  have  had  NO  runaways  during  this  Quarter.  The 
girls  have  been  busy,  happy  and  working  willingly  at  school  and  in  the  cottage 
set-up.    We  have  received  several  heart-warming  letters  from  parents  thanking 
us  for  what  we  have  done  for  their  girls.    They  were  able  to  notice  a  vast 
difference  in  the  girls  when  they  were  home  at  Christmas  and  for  their  Easter 
vacations.    The  present  family-relationships  are  most  gratifying.    Miss  Lewis 
is  doing  a  splendid  job  in  establishing  a  friendly  feeling  with  the  families  of 
the  girls.    We  feel  that  the  rehabilitation  process  is  reaching  down  into  the 
family  living,  which  makes  it  easier  for  the  girls  to  go  back  to  the  environment 
that  contributed  to  their  delinquency.    Frequent  calls  from  parents  and  visits 
from  friends  and  parents  make    for  a  normal  situation  that  is  desirable  and 
gratifying  to  both  school  and  family.    Girls,  who  are  about  to  graduate  and 
receive  their  paroles,  are  often  heard  expressing  regret  at  having  to  leave. 
One  girl  asked  if  she  could  come  back  and  take  a  post-graduate  course.

The  girls  of  each  cottage  elect  officers  and  hold  meetings.    One  acting  as  a 
representative  meets  -with  the  Campus  Council  at  the  Main  Building  to  discuss 
rules  and  regulations  suggested  and  vrorked  out  in  the  cottages  vdth  their 
Housemothers.    Sometimes  their  suggestions  are  acceptable |  sometimes  not.  They 
use  fairly  good  judgment  in  making  suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  whole  cottage. 
Committees  are  selected  at  these  Council  meetings  to  work  on  party  and  picnic 
projects. 


Recreational^ 

Square  Dancing  classes  were  conducted  by  Morley  Cooper  and  his  wife  the  second 
and  fourth  Wednesday  evenings  of  each  month.  The  girls  enjoyed  these  evenings 
very  much. 

Carl  Ortloff  instructed  the  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps;  also  the  orchestra.    Out  of 
this  came  two  nice  musical  groups.    The  girls  made  good  progress  and  we  have 
tape  recordings  of  selections  by  both  of  these  organizations. 

Field  trips  to  the  Historical  Museiun,  to  pan  gold  in  the  hills,  and  to  the 
Weather  Bureau  at  the  Airport  were  informational  as  well  as  recreational. 

Our  Outdoor  Fireplace  is  completed  and  the  girls  enjoy  cooking  a  supper  consist- 
ing of  hamburgers,  etc.  occasionally.    Our  engineer,  Martin  Van  Diest,  surely 
did  himself  proud  when  he  created  a  fireplace  out  of  scraps. 

Roller  skating,  volleyball,  basketball  furnished  many  hours  of  worth-while 
exercise  for  the  girls  during  this  Quarter.    The  softball  teams  are  to  be  organ- 
ized later. 

We  need  some  playground  equipment,  vrtiich,  in  a  concentrated  area,  can  furnish 
good  wholesome  exercise  for  muscle  development  and  benefits  derived  from  out- 
door activities.    We  are  still  hoping  for  a  swimming  pool  on  the  place.  Our 
transporation  facilities  are  taxed  to  the  limit  when  it  comes  to  taking  the  girls 
to  the  lake  as  often  as  they  would  like  to  swim  in  warm  weather. 

Maybe  some  day  we  might  have  a  bus  to  accommodate  all  who  would  wish  to  go 
swimming  at  any  one  time.    Twelve  is  the  most  we  can  take  at  a  time  now,  so  we 
take  them  by  cottages.    They  would  enjoy  all  going  at  the  same  time  and  oftener. 

Puzzles,  games  such  as  Monoply,  Canasta,  Pinochle  and  Bingo,  are  games  they 
enjoy  in  the  cottage  on  rainy  days  and  evenings. 

Twenty  girls  earned  Christmas  vacations  and  were  all  back  on  schedule.  Those 
who  did  not  go  home  had  a  wonderfiil  time  here  at  the  school.    One  said  that  she 
never  had  had  such  a  nice  Chidstmas.    Some  of  the  girls  were  envious  when  they 
returned  and  were  told  the  good  times  those  who  remained  at  the  school  had  had. 
Most  of  these  girls,  who  remained  during  the  Christmas  Holidays,  were  girls  who 
were  committed  too  recently  for  vacation  privileges. 


Highlights  of  the  Third  Quarter 


Every  Friday  evening  we  have  good  movies.    We  often  have  the  same  movie  that  is 
advertised  at  the  Marlow  for  the  week.    (Of  course,  in  the  16  nm.)    We  feel  that 
the  best  is  the  most  satisfactory  if  we  are  to  build  appreciation  for  the  better 
things  in  life.    Instead  of  the  serial  that  we  had  sometime  ago,  we  have  sub- 
stituted a  travelogue.    Most  of  the  matrons  find  our  pictures  so  good,  they  do 
not  go  to  town  on  Friday  evenings  for  fear  of  missing  a  good  entertainment. 

Religious  Activities? 

Some  very  fine  programs  by  talent  brought  out  by  the  Youth  for  Christ  people  have 
been  very  well  received  by  the  girls  and  have  gone  a  long  way  toward  developing 
a  better  attitude  toward  Christian  living. 

Catholic  girls  have  been  taken  to  Mass  every  Sunday. 

Services  have  been  held  at  the  school  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  2:00  P.  M. 

Whenever  the  pastors  bring  along  special  music,  we  give  their  choir  an  extra 
$5.00.  This  has  resulted  in  some  very  interesting  services,  especially  when 
they  brought  groups  of  young  people  who  actually  conducted  the  services. 

Several  Sundays  Rev.  Norbeck  sent  his  young  people  out.    The  girls  enjoy  seeing 
other  young  people  manifest  an  interest  in  the  better  things  in  life. 

Reverend  Norman  and  Mr.  Orvic  came  to  the  school  each  Monday  and  Friday  and  met 
with  the  Lutheran  girls.    Some  of  the  girls  were  able  to  be  confirmed  in  their 
own  ch-urches  viien  they  returned  to  their  communities  this  spring  as  a  result  of 
this  training. 

The  Family  Films,  all  based  upon  religious  themes,  are  being  used  during  the 
summer.    Because  the  regular  pastors  are  on  vacation,  or  engaged  in  summer  caii5)s, 
etc.,  we  do  not  have  our  services  conducted  by  the  members  of  the  Ministerial 
Association.    The  girls  pick  out  the  scriptures  and  hymns  that  go  with  the  film 
story  to  be  shown  and  they  have  charge  of  the  service.    It  has  been  very  satis- 
factory.   The  girls  are  thrilled  when  asked  to  take  part  in  these  Sunday  activ- 
ities.   More  of  the  matrons  seem  to  attend  during  these  sxunmer  services,  too. 
These  films  are  truly  wonderful  and  bring  a  message  to  the  girls  that  no  lecture 
could  ever  bring. 

A  delightful  Valentine  Party  was  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall.    Music  was  fumished 
by  the  East  Helena  Orchestra.    The  hall  was  artistically  decorated,  good  food 
was  served,  and  all  had  a  wonderful  time.    Our  girls  love  to  dance. 

Don  Thompson  of  Helena  conducted  Art  Classes  two  days  a  week  during  the  Quarter. 
Some  of  the  girls  did  some  very  fine  work  in  leather.    Purses  were  the  favorite 
item.    Painting,  murals,  chalk  work  and  charcoal  drawing  were  some  of  the  most 
interesting  projects. 

Honor  Students  were  taken  to  the  Community  Concerts. 
Educational  Activities; 

Five  Seniors  and  eight  Eighth  Graders  were  looking  forward  to  graduation.  Six 
girls  of  the  High  School  entered  the  state-wide  Declamatory  Contest.    We  were 
proud  of  their  accomplishments.    We  have  tape  recordings  of  these  declamations. 

During  the  year  we  gave  "Dream  Ranch"  February  4  at  the  Civic  Center  for  the 
benefit  of  the  March  of  Dimes  Drive.    Our  girls  did  very  well  and  were  the 
recipients  of  some  very  fine  compliments. 

This  same  production  was  given  at  the  Eagles  Hall,  Masonic  Home,  and  at  the 
school.    We  gave  the  Show  Boat  Minstrels  at  the  Eagles  Hall  and  at  the  school. 
We  were  very  proud  of  the  talent  displayed  by  these  young  girls. 


Eleven  of  our  young  girls  became  members  of  the  National  Thespian  Society.  We 
are  the  only  girls'  Training  School  in  the  country  that  can  boast  that  achieve- 
ment. 

Girls  had  a  Style  Show  and  modeled  the  dresses  they  had  made  for  a  group  of 
Home  Demonstration  Women. 

Mrs.  Guilio's  piano  and  voice  pupils  furnished  the  music  for  this  affair.  Gail 
Glick  played  a  selection  in  the  Spring  Recital  put  on  Mrs.  Tompkins  at  the  Sherman 
Music  Hall.    She  also  took  lessons  on  the  Hammond  organ  every  Thursday  during 
this  Quarter. 

Mrs.  James,  who  with  her  husband,  had  rettirned  from  Pakistan,  came  to  talk  to 
the  World  Geography  Class.    Several  of  the  girls  wrote  essays  on  Pakistan  in 
hopes  of  winning  a  trip  abroad.    This  talk  gave  them  some  very  fine  material. 
They  did  not  win  but  made  a  good  try.    We  were  happy  to  have  them  spend  the  time 
and  make  the  necessary  effort  to  win. 

This  World  Geography  Class  made  a  map  for  the  AAUW  group  to  use  in  their  dis- 
cussion of  Pakistan.    They  were  complimented  for  this  work  by  the  group. 


In  Service  Training 

Dr.  Hauck,  of  the  Butte  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic,  continued  his  meetings  with  the 
teachers  and  staff  during  this  Quarter.    Much  good  came  from  the  frank  discus- 
sions following  his  talks.    We  are  surely  sorry  that  he  is  leaving  the  state. 
He  was  very  pleased  to  come  over  every  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  to  conduct 
these  meetings.    He  called  our  place  the  "Sun  Valley"  of  Montana. 


Physical  Plant 

Our  tvro  fire  escapes  were  con^Dleted  on  the  Main  Building  (Stewart  Hall).  We 
experienced  some  discomfort  vAiile  they  were  cutting  a  hole  in  the  wall  of  the 
Assembly  Room  for  the  door.    We  are  very  happy  to  have  these  fire  escapes.  Bids 
have  been  let  for  the  remodelling  of  Adair  Cottage.    At  the  rate  girls  are  being 
committed,  we  are  not  going  to  be  a  bit  too  soon  with  that  project.    We  will 
house  some  of  the  matrons  there  and  release  space  for  more  girls  in  the  cottages 
now  staffed.    This  cottage  calls  for  furniture  and  staff  members  to  put  this 
unit  into  operation.    No  provision  was  made  in  this  year's  budget  for  this  ex- 
pense. 

Floors  on  the  second  floor  of  the  school  were  all  varnished.    We  had  plenty  of 
varnish  on  hand  and  the  girls,  under  supervision,  did  the  work.    We  are  proud 
of  the  appearance  of  our  school  rooms.    The  next  step  is  to  have  the  walls, 
where  the  plaster  was  patched,  done  over.  Then  the  Main  Building  will  be  in 
fairly  good  shape  for  several  years.    We  have  paint  for  the  floors  of  the  toilet 
and  cloak  rooms  in  the  basement.    This  will  be  done  at  the  next  most  convenient 
time;  possibly  during  the  two  weeks  between  Summer  and  Fall  terms  of  school. 

Due  to  increased  enrollment,  both  cottages  will  be  open  for  the  ten  weeks' 
summer  school. 

Fence  repairing  has  been  part  of  the  work  during  this  Quarter.    We  try  to  keep 
up  all  repairs  at  all  times. 

Water  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  we  are  pleased  to 
report  that  they  have  returned  with  an  0.  K.

Lois  Hansen,  one  of  our  girls  who  graduated  in  1952  was  enrolled  March  29  in  the 
Nurses'  course  at  Bozeman.    She  is  doing  very  well.    She  finished  the  Spring 
Quarter  and  is  working  this  summer  to  supplement  what  we  and  the  Rehabilitation 
people  can  do  to  help  her  through.    She  is  very  conscientious  and  is  working 
hard  to  become  a  good  nurse.    She  realized,  after  being  out  of  here  for  a  year, 
that  our  advise  to  go  on  to  school  was  really  worth  following.    She  is  associated 
with  a  group  of  fine  young  girls  and  seems  to  be  happier  than  she  has  been  for 
some  time. 


Miss  Miller  attended  the  meeting  in  New  York  in  February  and  was  very  impressed 
with  the  progress  that  is  being  made  in  the  handling  of  delinquency  in  the 
various  states.    When  we  hear  what  others  are  doing  and  make  comparisons,  we  do 
not  feel  that  we  are  too  far  off  in  our  methods  here.    Miss  Miller  was  the  only 
Superintendent  west  of  the  Mississippi  to  attend  and  was  very  well  received.  In 
fact  she  was  made  a  member  of  the  Resolutions  Committee.    Some  of  the  policies 
that  we  follow  were  accepted  as  very  progressive  and  forward  looking.    Many  of 
the  schools  were  no  larger  and  some  smaller  than  ours.    They  all  seemed  to  be 
having  more  difficulties  with  runaways  than  we  are.    This,  of  course,  makes  us 
feel  that  we  are  not  too  bad. 

Kiss  Miller  attended  many  of  the  worth-while  theaters,  visited  the  United  Nations, 
and  brought  back  materials  for  the  girls  to  use  in  their  school  work. 

Miss  Miller  wishes  to  thank  the  State  of  Montana  for  making  this  attendance  at 
this  Conference  possible. 

An  invitation  to  attend  the  conference,  "Moving  Ahead  to  Curb  Juvenile  Delin- 
quency," to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  June  28-30  was  received  from  Oveta 
Gulp  Hobby.    The  wonderful  speakers  and  the  description  of  the  work  groups  made 
it  difficult  to  turn  down,  but  this  was  definitely  the  wrong  time  of  the  year 
for  Miss  Miller  to  attend,  she  said.
